More Then It Should 


NOT A POLITICAL QUESTION 


Bute Hai Taken Over Most of the 


Roads and Their Improvement 


and Maintenance I* Fair- 


ly Before the Voter*. 


A fair estimate of the merchantable 


farm products of Pennsylvania ia fif- 
teen million tons annually. A loss of 
$1.41 on each ton, which government 
statisticians show to be the difference 
in the hauling coat between good and 
bad roads and which would be saved 
were the roads improved, amounts to 
something over twenty-one millions ot 
'dollars. 


This IB actual loss. Loss ot time; 


damage to equipment; exhaustion of 
horseflesh. 
If the purchaser of the 


produce secured an advantage there 
would bej some consideration, but he 
has to par top prices by reason of it. 
The saving of this loss would mean 
more profit for the farmer, and less 
for the consumer to pay. 


In 1907 and 1909 ineffectual efforts 


were made to secure legislation under 
which good roads would be built in all 
sections of Pennsylvania, but the peo- 
ple were not yet ready for it. Many 
otherwise intelligent persons seemed 
to see in the proposition to build roads 
a political question rather than an 
economic one. Some feared that other 
people's roads would lie built first. 
Others were apprehensive that voters 
might be employed in the work. The 
time was not yet ripe. 


In 1911 the forces favoring Improve- 


ment of the highways were brought to- 
gether, and the result was the enact- 
ment of one of the most complete 
highway laws which the world has 
ever seen; this law embraces practic- 
ally all the valuable points of all other 
highway laws, and leaves out those 
features which are of questionable 
advantage; a law under which Penn- 
sylvania can be assured of the very 
best roads reaching between all its Im- 
portant centers of population and in- 
terest. 


The framers of that law had studied 


the road laws of other States and ot 
other countries. Under It tbe State 
roads and county roads and township 
roads may be improved ao that within 
a reasonable time every farm in the 
State will have access to a good road, 
and the larger and more concentrated 
travel that passes between cities will 
have smooth and direct thoroughfares. 


It costs money to build roads. This 


fact was also recognized by the Legis- 
lature of 1911 and again by the Legis- 
lature of 1913, and each adopted a 
resolution amending the constitution 
of the State, subject to ratification by 
the voters, under which the money 
can be procured for the construction 
work. 


Everybody in Pennsylvania is famil- 


iar with the biennial appropriation 
farce. 
The State administration is 


barred by the fundamental laws from 
running the State into 'debt. Appro; 
priations are made from the general 
funds of the State to an amount far 
in excess of the estimated income. 
Then it is up to the Governor to veto 
or reduce until he gets them within 
the limit. It is not a pleasant position 
for a Governor to be in, and more than 
one has found it a rock evidently de- 
signed for the wreck of his personal 
political ship. Sometime a Governor 
will be found who will veto the whole 
list of excessive appropriations, and 
call the Legislature in extraordinary 
session to make appropriations within 
the law. Such action will require 
great courage, and the man who takes 
it must be willing to retire to private 
life subsequently, but the effect will be 
salutary. 


Under the system of direct appro- 


priations, with its vetoes and reduc- 
tions our grandchildren will still be 
struggling in mud, waiting for the 
roads to be improved. 


The voters of Pennsylvania have the 


Improvement of the roads squarely be- 
fore them at the coming election. A 
vote for the constitutional amendment 
Is a vote for good roads, to be built as 
rapidly as skill and economy can ac- 
complish it; a vote against the amend- 
ment is "a vote in favor of the continua- 
tion of the present system, with ap- 
propriations contingent on conditions 
from year to year, and subject to the 
exigences of the necessary executive 
"whittling." 
. This is not a political party ques- 
tion. There is no partisanship in good 
roads. The Republican, the Democrat, 
the Progressive, the Socialist, the In- 
dependent, and the Prohibitionist, all 
travel over the £oads and all are 
equally interested in their improve- 
ment. 


An amiable gentleman in a speech 


up State a few weeks ago figured out 
that he could see, with the passage of 
this amendment at the polls, contracts 
so let as to build a great political 
machine; and highway improvement 
so carried on that the regions of resi- 
dence of favored political 
leaders 


would secure advantage not granted to 
other localities, but the amiable gen- 
tleman was either dreaming or | ro- 
mancing. He, as every other int|elli- 
gent person, knows better. 
' 


The system of State Highways is a 


fixed fact. The State has taken over 
most of the roads and Is now keeping 
them in such repair as the money 
available will permit. With an ade- 
quate fund to draw from all could be

kept in pijoper repair, and those sec- 
tions wherie the greatest travel exists 
would be jihe first to receive the hard 
surface. No Highway Department in 
any State) would ever think of doing 
otherwise.! To attempt to force condi- 
tions in tike Interest of sections or of 
Individuals would be to furnish the 
red flag for waving purposes. Those 
who were so insane as to try It would 
find themselves playing the part of 
projectiles in front of the explosive 
force of an outraged public sentiment. 


It must be remembered that the con- 


stitutional amendment which is to be 
voted on in November does not create 
a debt. It gives the Legislature au- 
thority to create a debt for improving 
the roads if it deems it wise. The 
Legislature is to fix the form and term 
of the debt, and the method of pay- 
ment; and next year the people will 
elect the Legislators, who, in 1915, 
will have this responsibility placed 
upon them. 


This fact was dwelt upon at the 


Good Roads Convention held at the 
capitol at Harrisburg on September 
18, by several of the speakers, and 
Governor Tener, In his address, stated 
that none of this money would be 
spent under his administration, as the 
enabling laws providing for the issue 
of bonds would have to be enacted 
by the Legislature of 1915, the mem- 
bers of which will be elected in 1914. 
This statement by the Governor must 
controvert and set at rest all insinua- 
tions of interested objectors so far 
as that factor of opposition is con- 
cerned.

More Then It Should 


NOT A POLITICAL QUESTION 


Bute Hai Taken Over Most of the 


Roads and Their Improvement 


and Maintenance I* Fair- 


ly Before the Voter*. 


A fair estimate of the merchantable 


farm products of Pennsylvania ia fif- 
teen million tons annually. A loss of 
$1.41 on each ton, which government 
statisticians show to be the difference 
in the hauling coat between good and 
bad roads and which would be saved 
were the roads improved, amounts to 
something over twenty-one millions ot 
'dollars. 


This IB actual loss. Loss ot time; 


damage to equipment; exhaustion of 
horseflesh. 
If the purchaser of the 


produce secured an advantage there 
would bej some consideration, but he 
has to par top prices by reason of it. 
The saving of this loss would mean 
more profit for the farmer, and less 
for the consumer to pay. 


In 1907 and 1909 ineffectual efforts 


were made to secure legislation under 
which good roads would be built in all 
sections of Pennsylvania, but the peo- 
ple were not yet ready for it. Many 
otherwise intelligent persons seemed 
to see in the proposition to build roads 
a political question rather than an 
economic one. Some feared that other 
people's roads would lie built first. 
Others were apprehensive that voters 
might be employed in the work. The 
time was not yet ripe. 


In 1911 the forces favoring Improve- 


ment of the highways were brought to- 
gether, and the result was the enact- 
ment of one of the most complete 
highway laws which the world has 
ever seen; this law embraces practic- 
ally all the valuable points of all other 
highway laws, and leaves out those 
features which are of questionable 
advantage; a law under which Penn- 
sylvania can be assured of the very 
best roads reaching between all its Im- 
portant centers of population and in- 
terest. 


The framers of that law had studied 


the road laws of other States and ot 
other countries. Under It tbe State 
roads and county roads and township 
roads may be improved ao that within 
a reasonable time every farm in the 
State will have access to a good road, 
and the larger and more concentrated 
travel that passes between cities will 
have smooth and direct thoroughfares. 


It costs money to build roads. This 


fact was also recognized by the Legis- 
lature of 1911 and again by the Legis- 
lature of 1913, and each adopted a 
resolution amending the constitution 
of the State, subject to ratification by 
the voters, under which the money 
can be procured for the construction 
work. 


Everybody in Pennsylvania is famil- 


iar with the biennial appropriation 
farce. 
The State administration is 


barred by the fundamental laws from 
running the State into 'debt. Appro; 
priations are made from the general 
funds of the State to an amount far 
in excess of the estimated income. 
Then it is up to the Governor to veto 
or reduce until he gets them within 
the limit. It is not a pleasant position 
for a Governor to be in, and more than 
one has found it a rock evidently de- 
signed for the wreck of his personal 
political ship. Sometime a Governor 
will be found who will veto the whole 
list of excessive appropriations, and 
call the Legislature in extraordinary 
session to make appropriations within 
the law. Such action will require 
great courage, and the man who takes 
it must be willing to retire to private 
life subsequently, but the effect will be 
salutary. 


Under the system of direct appro- 


priations, with its vetoes and reduc- 
tions our grandchildren will still be 
struggling in mud, waiting for the 
roads to be improved. 


The voters of Pennsylvania have the 


Improvement of the roads squarely be- 
fore them at the coming election. A 
vote for the constitutional amendment 
Is a vote for good roads, to be built as 
rapidly as skill and economy can ac- 
complish it; a vote against the amend- 
ment is "a vote in favor of the continua- 
tion of the present system, with ap- 
propriations contingent on conditions 
from year to year, and subject to the 
exigences of the necessary executive 
"whittling." 
. This is not a political party ques- 
tion. There is no partisanship in good 
roads. The Republican, the Democrat, 
the Progressive, the Socialist, the In- 
dependent, and the Prohibitionist, all 
travel over the £oads and all are 
equally interested in their improve- 
ment. 


An amiable gentleman in a speech 


up State a few weeks ago figured out 
that he could see, with the passage of 
this amendment at the polls, contracts 
so let as to build a great political 
machine; and highway improvement 
so carried on that the regions of resi- 
dence of favored political 
leaders 


would secure advantage not granted to 
other localities, but the amiable gen- 
tleman was either dreaming or | ro- 
mancing. He, as every other int|elli- 
gent person, knows better. 
' 


The system of State Highways is a 


fixed fact. The State has taken over 
most of the roads and Is now keeping 
them in such repair as the money 
available will permit. With an ade- 
quate fund to draw from all could be

kept in pijoper repair, and those sec- 
tions wherie the greatest travel exists 
would be jihe first to receive the hard 
surface. No Highway Department in 
any State) would ever think of doing 
otherwise.! To attempt to force condi- 
tions in tike Interest of sections or of 
Individuals would be to furnish the 
red flag for waving purposes. Those 
who were so insane as to try It would 
find themselves playing the part of 
projectiles in front of the explosive 
force of an outraged public sentiment. 


It must be remembered that the con- 


stitutional amendment which is to be 
voted on in November does not create 
a debt. It gives the Legislature au- 
thority to create a debt for improving 
the roads if it deems it wise. The 
Legislature is to fix the form and term 
of the debt, and the method of pay- 
ment; and next year the people will 
elect the Legislators, who, in 1915, 
will have this responsibility placed 
upon them. 


This fact was dwelt upon at the 


Good Roads Convention held at the 
capitol at Harrisburg on September 
18, by several of the speakers, and 
Governor Tener, In his address, stated 
that none of this money would be 
spent under his administration, as the 
enabling laws providing for the issue 
of bonds would have to be enacted 
by the Legislature of 1915, the mem- 
bers of which will be elected in 1914. 
This statement by the Governor must 
controvert and set at rest all insinua- 
tions of interested objectors so far 
as that factor of opposition is con- 
cerned.
